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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments and Amendments do not 
place the claims in condition for allowance because it is considered that the cited prior art meets all the limitations as claimed. Applicant 
argues that combining Ohno and Greyer or combining McCarthy and Greyer are not proper because Greyer is not relted to mucosal 
administration. This is not persuasive because instant claims are drawn to a pharmaceutical or nuraceutical POWDER comprising the 
listed ingredients. Claim 27 is directed to a method of manufacturing said powder. The issue of mucosal administration is not relevant to 
the instant claims. The term "for mucosal delivery" in claim 1 is considered an intended use limitation and is given weight in a product 
claim. Ohno and McCarthy both tecah immediate-release formulations that comprise the listed ingredients of the instant claims and thus 
meet the limitations. The limitation of "particle size", is not support for patentability, and Greyer was used as a support showing that the 
said particle size range is known in the art. No claim is allowable.
